speed. There is so much to see ai 
so little time to see it in, to , 
Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha ; and, if ‘you try, 
as I tried, to cram oe into’a few 
days, you will end up, as Í ended up,. 
feeling as if you needed another holiday. 
One could wander for weeks throngh those 


old-world streets, every one of which is “ 


More than two 
pe ch years before Trinity College was 
thought of the Karl University was 
founded by Charles IV., and since that 
far-off time Prague has been a centre of 
learning and culture.

thought I would have a look at it. It was 
composed almost entirely of specimens of 
religious art—paintings, wooden statues, 
religious uaimh and all the rest of it;

Versailles Treaty. A modest notice re- 
minded me where I was. It was the 
famous ‘‘ Defenestration Chamber ’’—the 
room from which the Emperor’s repre- 
sentatives were flung through the win- 
dow three hundred odd years ago, when 
the Czechs defied Vienna and started 
the gallant campaign that ended— 
temporarily—at the battle of the 
White Mountain.

The gentry 
of Bohemia were virtually wiped out by 
the Austrians, and not until 1918-did the 
Czech people reassert themselves as an in- 
dependent nation.

The history of those three hundred years 
the Battle of the White Mountain was 
fought in 1620, two years after the start 
of the Thirty Years War—is a record of 
national humiliation and national resurg- 
ence. How thé Czech people contrived to 
maintain their national spirit and their 
national language is one of the romances 
of modern times. The Austrians perse- 
cuted them with fierce determination. The 
Hussite religion was outlawed—that is 
why, although nominally Bohemia is 
about seventy-five per cent. Roman 
Catholic, there are so many Free Thinkers 
in the Republic today. The Czech 
language was discouraged, to say the least 
of it ; and at one time it stood in imminent 
danger of extinction as a literary aa: 
But it never died out. The story oí the 
five men in the upper room in Praguc, of 


whom it was said that' if the roof 
fell in the Czech language - would 
be lost, is entirely apocryphal. In 


point of fact, although every possible 
attempt was made to Germanise the 
Czechs the language persisted in the homes 
of the people, particularly among the 
peasant classes. 
After the battle of the White Mountain 
nearly all the aristocracy in Bohemia 
consisted of German-speaking nobles. The 
Czechs were the hewers of wood and 
drawers of water; and evento-day there is 
no Czech upper class to speak of. The 
Republic is bourgeois, with only middle 
and workingclass inhabitants. It is true 
that during the eighteenth century the 
Czech language almost disappeared as a 
literary medium of expression. German 
almost ousted it from the bookshelves; 
but the national spirit was so intense that 
the more the Austrians tried to suppress 
the language, the more determined the 
people became to keep it. To draw an 
analogy with Ireland would be easy, but 
futile. “There really is ‘no analogy; 
because, whereas the Irish language ceased - 


to be the general tongue of the people, 


the Czech language never did.. From the 


literary point of view it was saved-by the. 
fact that just-at the moment when German . 


pressure was at its height, Prague pro- 
duced a number of brilliant writers and 


men of science who wrote in Czech, pre-.. 


serving for the people their natural 
heritage. 


‘National Operas 


There is no nation in Europe that has a 
stronger sense of nationality than the 
Czechs. If you want to realise this fact 
to the full you must attend a performance 
of one of the national operas at the 
Narodni Divadlo in Prague. It is an 
experience not easily to be forgotten. Every 
Czech, so far as I could see, is a born 
musician; and he has two musical gods— 
Smetana and Dverak. Between these two 
there is little to choose in the national 
mind. Both have written brilliant operas ; 
both have dealt with national themes. The 
National Theatre has a magnificent com- 

any, and a magnificent orchestra. I 
bad on various occasions “ Dalibor,’’ 
“ Rusalka,’’ “‘ Libushe,”’ and, of course, 
“The Bartered Bride’’; and on every 
one of them I felt that I was listening not 
so much to an opera as to a national de- 
monstration. 

Every school boy and schoo] girl in 
Prague knows all these works almost by 
heart. They epitomise the history of the 
Czech nation, and, although only one of 
them—‘‘ The Bartered Bride ''—is known 
generally throughout the world—although. 
curiously enough, the others are produced 
fairly regularly in Germany—they mean 
almost everything to the Czech people. 
I never shall forget the performance of 
“The Barered Bride” which I 
attended on the Sunday night before 
I left Prague. It was immense. The 
principal part—that of Marenka, was 
sung by a Lithuanian prima donna, who 
was a guest singer for the occasion, and 
I never have listened to a more inspired

own country? But, having met Czechs and 
Slovaks in all walks of life, having dis- 
cussed matters frankly with them all, I 
reached the conclusion that they are 


‘among the most intelligent people in 


Europe, and that, if they do suffer from 
an exaggerated sense of nationality, their 
main object in life is to be left alone, to 
work out their national salvation in their 
own way. 


They are the only real democrats in . 


Europe to-day, outside France and the 
Scandinavian countries; but the existence 
of so many minorities—and highly vocal 
minorities—makes matters difficult for 
them. With the best will in the world, 
there will be complaints, of which 
external enemies will make the most; and 
it is quite on the cards that some of the 


complaints are founded in fact. But 
taking it by and large. it must ‘be ad- 
mitted that the Prague Government is 
doing its level best to be fair to every- 
body. Its educational policy speaks for 
itself, Not alone in Podka.patska Rur 
but throughout the Republic, every 


minority has its own schools, maintained 
at the State’s expense, and, while in the 
nature of things the Czech language pre- 
dominates, there is no discouragement of 
minority languages, 


Henlein’s Party 


The Germans would have been treated 
far more generously but for the advent 
of the Henlein Party—a thinly-disguised 
branch of the National Socialist Party 
in the Reich, which sympathises more or 
less openly with Herr Hitler and the 
Nazis, and is opposed strongly ‘to. the .so- 
called “ Activist’ Germans—those Ger- 
mans in the Republic who are prepared 
to work: with the Czechs; and actually 
t Govern- 


have. very little love for the Nazi system ; 
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Tower 
‘Homes. 
but it is a great pity that they all cannot 
come to terms with the Czechs and try to 
make a success of the Republic. After all, 
whatever may be the attitude of individual 
Czechs towards the Germans, they have a 
very much better time under Prague than 
they ever would have under Berlin. There 
is complete liberty in Czechoslovakia, 
where democratic principles are raised 
almost to the status of a religion. All 
citizens are equal before the law, and the 
man who behaves himself, whatever may 
be his original nationality, has nothing to 
fear from the Czechs. 


Social ‘Legislation 


In matters of social legislation the 
Republic is ahead of any other nation in 
the world, with the possible exception of 
Soviet Russia. There is nothing Com- 
munistic or in the slightest degree ‘* Red ” 
about it. I should advise any of my 
readers who visit Prague to go to see the 
Masaryk Homes. I often had heard of 
this remarkable institution; but on pre- 
vious han to Prague had neglected to 
visit it. It was a revelation to me; for it 
must be the most magnificent place of its 
kind in existence. The homes are situated 
just outside the city, in a place known as 
Kre—I cannot attempt to pronounce it, 
but it is quite easy for a Czech! They 
were founded thirteen years ago by Dr. 
Peter Zenkl, the present Mayor of Pragué, 
and cost well over & million pounds to 
‘build and mm In all, there are twenty- 
one huge buildings. beautifully designed 
and carried out, in ideal surroundings, 
backed by a large wood, and maintaimed 
in a condition of perfection which puis 
anything else of the kind that I ever ha: 


seen completely to sh 7 
There are six distinct ' homes” for 
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I could write a volume about those 
Masaryk Homes. The home for incurable 
children is the last word in efficiency and 
care; but it is dreadfully tragic After 
my visit I was kept awake at night think 
ing of those little sowls mainly 
epileptic, but mentally deficient, and 
in many cases syphilitic. They are kept 
in great sunny wards, some of them in 
caged beds to prevent them from injury, 
and others with arms or legs bound for 
the same reason. The nurses are exceed- 
ingly kind; but it must be an awful jch 
for any girl. Half-an-hour in the place was 
more than enough for me. 

In the convalescent homes children are 
housed who have been taken from the 
poorer districts in Prague in order to be 
given wholesome food for a period and 
then sent back to their parents. In 
addition to good food, they get fresh air, 
sunshine, baths, games, and schooling 
while they are in ‘he homes. The whole 
_ is — ed in the most modern 
ashion. e alt asma in the adult 
homes would do credit to any hotel, and 
there is not the slightest sign of 
pauperism anywhere. On the contrary, 
everything possible is done to make 
the inmates feel that they are respectable 
and respected citizens of the Republic. 
Any of them who are able to do work are 
given jobs in the /kitchens, in the 
laundries, or about the gardens and 
grounds. They get simple, but excellent, 
tood ; their bedrooms are ideal. 

There is central heating everywhere ; 
“every room has hot and cold water, gas 
and electricity. Every pavilion is full of 
light and fresh air; they all are equip 
with baths, toilet rooms and swimmin 
baths, and entire facades are furnis 
with large verandahs. There is a special 
building with a room for theatrical per- 
formances and lectures; there is a fine 
cinema, a reading room, library and 

mnasium. Nothing has been forgotten 
or the comfort of the inmates. The 
Masaryk Homes are an example to the 
cultivated world ; and, although strangely 
enough, no religious instruction of any 
kind is given to the children, there could 
be no finer expression of true Christian 
charity, 


Standards of Living

She knows. not only how to 
cook. but how to buyto the best advantage ; 
and I have known women with Universit 
degrees in Prague to get up at the crac 
of dawn and go down to the market with 
the 


no extravagance; and I will wager that a 
Prague woman with the equivalent of 
thirty shilings a week will make a better 
fist of things than a Dublin woman with 
twice that amount. I do not know how 
it is done; but I do know that it is done. 


Pleasant Memories 


But I have wearied my readers long 
enough with this rambling story. I have 
enjoyed the writing of it, because it has 
enabled me to record some of the most 
nL and enjoyable experiences of 
my life. I admire the Czechoslovak people 
more than I can say. They are not as 
lovable as some of the other continental 
peoples, but when you make a Czcch friend 
you have made a good one. They are 
staunch as steel, and sometimes just as 
unbendable! Sensitive to a d , highly 
artistic, and fired by an cén. dis energy, 
these guiet Slavs are doing their job of 
nation-building without fuss or bombast ; 
and they are doing it well. What the 
future holds for them no man may say. 
Difficult days lie ahead, and they know it. 
But they are facing their destiny with 
imagination and fortitude. If they are 
left in peace, they wil! make a model State 
out of their ecg sn," ged 

We left Prague for after a week 
of shattering activity.

Al_Charter for Carol-Singers 


Now that the carol-singing season is 
nearing its end, and I cannot be accused 
of efforts at sabotage, may I offer a few 
quiet pleas to its practitioners?

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The de Bermingham Family

Birmingham and Dublin , 
I see from a paragraph in an English 
paper that the City of Birmingham has 
just been presented with an antique hunt- 
ing horn, used by one of the de Berming- 
hams during the Crusades. This relic 
is said to have been in Ireland for eight 


hundred years. 


The Norman family of de Bermingham 
was well known in this country from the 
twelfth to the seventeenth century. Lord 


John de Bermingham had a castle at 


Athenry, and the family was also asso- 
ciated with several parts of the County 
of Dublin—i.e., Robertswall, near Mala- 
hide, Baldongan, Esker, and Newcastle. 

There is a monument in the church at 
Lusk, representing a knight in armour 
with visor unclosed and feet resting upon 
a dog, which the inscription states is 
““the monument of James Bermingham, 
of Ballough, who died in 1637, and his 
wife, Eleanora Fitzwilliam.” 

In the fourteenth century a branch of 
the family acquired some land in England 
where. Birmingham now stands. At that 
time the de Berminghams were at the 
height of their prestige in Ireland, but it 
is interesting to note that the population 
of the district now occupied by the great 
English industrial city then numbered 
fifty persons.

The Farmer’s Bride 


A novel explanation of the low marriage 
rate in this country was given at a meeting 
of beet-growers in Athy yesterday. Accord- 
ing to the speaker, himself a practising 
farmer, a gir] who:has intentions towards 
matrimony to-day “ will make sure not to 
marry a farmer ’’; she will seek a member 
of the Garda Siochéna or a teacher in a 
national school. This is exceedingly 
interesting, especially as both the Gardai 
and the teachers have been voicing 
their grievances as loudly, if not so per- 
sistently, as the farmers. The statement 
suggests numerous possibilities for in- 
vestigation by sociologists, but in the 
meantime we shall accept it on its face 
value. It will be pertinent to inquire 
whether the forces at work are those of 
attraction or repulsion. Is a marriageable 
girl repelled by the. nature of life ina 
farmhouse ; or is there something peculiar 
to the policeman and the teacher 
which enables those very fine servants of 
the community to “ put the come-hither ” 
on the girls? It is not for us to give a 
definite answer to either of these questione. 
although the temptation to offer ‘an ex- 
planation of an apparently accepted fact 
is strong. Upon one point thé speaker at 
the Athy meeting waa silent; the fact 
that girls prefer police and teachers, and, 
indeed, the practitioners of almost any 
craft or profession, to farmers is nothing 
new. This explicit preference for men 
whose daily work is far from muddy 
fields and from the messiness of animals 
goes back a long time, and it is proverbial 
that women dearly love a uniform. When 
a fortune-teller in a country fair desired 
to give the height of pleasure to a gir! 
it was disclosed that she: would ‘‘ marry 
someone under the crown,” and, even if 
the crown has been banished from palm, 
crystal and cards, as well as from, the 
hierarchy. of the State, the aura still 
clings to its erstwhile. servants.

Now the In- 
dustrial Sub-Group, Men’s Underwear, 
has entered the struggle and issued a 
statement, to the effect that as from the 
first day of the New Year the standard 
shirt.is to be no more than 90 centimetres 
long in front, and no more than 95 centi- 
metres long behind. A full two inches 
thus will be saved per shirt. This 
question of shirt lengths, of course, is not 
new in the cotton trade. Somebody—un- 
happily, he is nameless—has calculated 
if everybody in China were to increase the 
length of their smocks by one inch that 
Lancashire never would know another day 
of want. Lancashire’s future would seem 
to many to be secure. Surely it should be 
a simple matter to affix that extra inch— 
one inch on the end of a smock is but 
another straw on the hayrick—but in 
actual fact such an addition would be the 
herald of untold complications. A 
Chinese lady—one Chinese lady—could 
run up a smock for her husband with the 
extra inch around the hem, and she would 
be able to persuade, perhaps, three of her 
friends to perform a like service for their 
men. There, however, the matter would 
end. Once the inch was translated from 
the fireside to the factory—as, in Lan- 
cashire’s interests, it would have to be— 
the law of supply and demand, diminish- 
ing returns, reciprocity, and a dozen other 
considerations would arise. Germany, 
perhaps, is fortunate in her Industrial 


Sub-Group, Men’s Wnderwear, in that it

Egg Production 


The hen comes a long way down among 
the birds. Indeed, it may be: that no 
creature feathered, furred or bald is held 
in so little esteem by the human race. 
“The brains of a hen ” is a common de- 
scription when tempers rise, ' fussy as a 
hen ” may be used just previous to an 
exchange of blows; while the third term, 
and possibly the most vehement, ' You 
old hen,’’ has moved many a man to his 
sword in refutation. Hens can do nothing 
to establish their position—except to lay 
eggs—and even in this struggle in defence 
of their honour they are treated with in- 
civility and contempt. People hammer on 
their laying boxes, and whistle in thought- 
less attempt to hasten production. People 
go so far as to regiment hens in laying 
contests, wilfully regardless of the difficul 
ties attendant upon the manufacture of an 
egg. Through all their worries, however, 
the hens always have done their best to 
please their masters, and because they are 
dumb—or rather  inarticulate—nobody 
appreciates the hardness of their road. 
For this reason we welcome the fact that 
four hens crumpled under the strain of 
the last Middlesex Egg-Laying Trial. It 
is a story unsavoury in its suffering ; but 
it is well. that the facts should be 
published. Somebody may be moved to 
do something. The Middlesex Egg-Laying 
Trials were in full blast, when on a sudden 
a White Leghorn was perceived to be in. 
toxicated. Officials hurried the offending 
competitor out of its box into the sanctuary 
of the cloakroom. Then another hen blew 
up. - It began to mill around in the box, 
nearly mad with anxiety, and eventually 
came heavily to the ground and broke a 
leg. Two North Holland Blues were the 
next to go, and they went even’ farther 
than. the two previous competitors. They 
died—and they died, according to the 
official diagnosis, from the lack of any 
particular desire to live. We huve 
admitted that the hens score two out of a 
possible ten for general charm and 
efficiency ; but surely it is not necessary 
to hound them to drink and the grave. A

An Irish question Bua on the Order

Wanted—a Secret Session 


The speech made by M. Cot in Paris 
yesterday about the air armaments of 
France has greatly impressed members of 
the House of Commons, and it is likely 
that there will be a renewed demand for 
a thorough examination into the progress 
of air re-armament in this country. It 
will be recalled that the House has been 
assured on several occasions that the air 
strength of Britain is increasing rapidly, 
but some of the members are not con- 
vinced that the Air Force is increasing 
at the same pace as that of Germany. 
The point raised is that, as most foreign 
eountries are aware of the condition of re- 
armament in this country, there is abso- 
lutely no reason why the Government 
should not give the House of Commons its 
confidence in this matter. Further pres- 
sure is to be brought on Mr. Chamberlain 
with a view to having a ‘secret ‘session, so 
that the subject may be freely discussed, 
and it is the hope of those who are mov- 
ing in this matter that the Prime Minister 
will give way to their demand soon after 
the re-assembly of Parliament. 


Landing in Bias Bay 


Events are moving quickly around Hong 
Kong, and six thousand Japanese troops 
have landed in Bias Bay. ‘The Japanese 
have thus secured a foothold in Southern 
China. The conclusion is that these 
troops later on will advance to Canton, 
when they are reinforced by another ten 
thousand troops, expected to land very 
shortly. Great Britain and the United 
States do not intend to be taken by 
surprise in connection with these moves, 
and it is supposed that the sealed orders 
given to the United States naval vessels 
mean that they are going to the Far East. 
The orders to these vessels were so sudden 
that the crews were called from theatres 
and places of amusements in the middle 
of the evening to re-join their ships, and, 
though the Naval Department authorities 
in Washington declare that no signi- 
ficance can be attached to the movements, 
it may be taken as certain that the United 
States does not intend its flag to be flouted 
by Japan again. Nothing appears to have 
been decided in connection with the British 
Navy, except that Rear-Admiral Crabbe, 
the senior naval! officer on the Yangtse, 
arrived at Hong Kong by ‘plane from 
Hankow to assume temporary command of 
the China station in the place of Admiral! 
Sir Charles Little, who is ill. 


Pirate Zone 
Vice-Admiral Crabbe has had two years 


in command on the Yangtse, and recentlv 
he was in the thick of the trouble in his 
flagship, H.M.S. Bee. He has spent 
thirty-two years in the Navy, and won 
his D.S.0. at Jutland in the destroyer 
Ophelia for attacks on a German battle- 
cruiser, while he gained the C.I.E. for 
service as senior naval officer in the 
Persian Gulf. Bias Bay, on the China 
coast, is, perhaps. the last home of the 
Chinese pirates, lying, as it does, six 
hours’ steam from Hong Kong on the way 
to Shanghai. Because of this bay the 
coasting steamers of China are protected 
with barbed wire. their upper decks 
furnished with grilles of inch-thick iron 
bars... their bridges armour-plated, and 
their crews strengthened with armed 
guards. All these defences are only part!y 
effective against the pirates’ peculiar 
methods of penetration, as they come on 
board a ship with other passengers carry- 
ing weapons in all manner of utensils, 
such as pistols in buckets with double 
‘bottoms. Once on board they te the

A special despatch received: from the 
Spanish Press Agency declares that the 
work of approaching the old city of Teruel, 
which is a network of narrow, windin 
streets, with buff brick houses, continu 
throughout Monday night, with the aid 
of five powerful searchlights, which 
enabled the troops in the early hours to 
seize the hills outside the town prior to 
the assault from the north. 

There was an intense artillery bombard- 
ment before the final attack began at mid- 


day. 
FIRST BIG CAPTURE 


Teruel, the salient on the eastern front, 
which the insurgents have held since the 
beginning of the civil war,-is the first 
important city to be captured by the 
Governyent forces since the start of the 
war. Its importance lies in the fact that 
it was the nearest town held by the insur- 
gents to the Mediterranean, and was 
thought by many to be the probable 
starting-point of the much-heralded 
Franco offensive to separate Catalonia 
from the rest of Government Spain. 

When the insurrection broke out on 
July 18th, 1936, Teruel joined the 
insurgent side, and since then has held 
out against numerous attacks from 
Valencia and elsewhere. 

This Government. victory .will,, apart 
from straightening the Government lines. 
give the Republicans a certain amount of 
territory and make their communications 
with Madrid and Barcelona via Valencia 
simpler.

The death sentence on Thomas Kelly, of 
Boyle, Co. Roscommon, who was tried 
three times for the murder cf Patrick 
Henry, has been commuted to penal 
servitude for life by order of the Executive 
Council of the Irish Free State. The 
decision was communicated to Kelly by 
his solicitor, Mr. C. D. Callan, Boyle. 

Kelly was to be hanged at Mountjoy on 
December 28, the eve of the coming into 
force of the new Constitution.

who has been seriously ill for some 
days, died to-night. 

t was announced earlier in the 
evening that he had died, but signs 
of breathing were detécted after the 
announcement. 

_ The pact was named after Mr. Kellogg, 
since he, as United States Secretary of 
State at the time, signed, on behalf of his 
country, one of the prime movers in the 
negotiation of the pact. 

The Kellog Pact was signed in Paris on 
August 27, 1928, y+ President shaQhm 
August 27, 1928, by representatives of al] 
the great Powers, with the exception of the 
U.S.8.R., and later all Powers notified 
their intention to adhere to the pact. 

This general treaty for the renunciation 
of war was a condemnation of war as a 
sélution Of ‘ iiternational disagreement, 
‘and a renunciation of war as an instru- 


ment of national policy. While it did 
not embody any positive undertaking or 
responsibility, it was, nevertheless, im- 
portant as one of the firsf great world 
gestures for peace, 


MESSENGER BOY 


Born in Potsdam, New York, on De- 
cember 22, 1956, his only education was 
by correspondence course, and at the age 
of 19 after spending his childhood on the 
family farm, he entered a law office to 
work as messenger boy and clerk in ex- 
change for such instruction as his em- 
ployer found time to give him. 

Mr. F. Kellogg rose from a farmer's boy 
to become a world-famous figure. He was 
United States Ambassador to London from 
1924-1925, United States Secretary of State 
under President Coolidge from 1925-1929, 
and joint sponsor of the famous Briand- 
Kellogg Pact for the outlawry of war. For 
his services to the cause of world under- 
standing he was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1929. 

This employment, supplemented by 
books: in the office, tanght him enough to 
ain admission to the Bar, where he soan 
istinguished himself. He was madé a 

rtner in the firm of Messrs. Davis, 

ellogg and Severance at the age of 52. 

When the Attorney-General selected 
him in 1902 to serve the Government as 
special counsel’ in the suit against the 
International Paper Company, he won 
this famous case, and was consequently 
chosen to represent the Government in the 
fight against the giant Standard Oil com- 
bine. His victorious battle in this case 
earned him the title of the “ trust 
buster,” and he was later retained in the 
famous prosecutions df the Tobacco and 
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FAMOUS PACT RECALLED 
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The most violent criticism he had to 
ge during his career was due to the 
stand he took for the enforcement of the 
Aliens Laws, designed to exclude revolu- 
tinary agitators from the United States 
He refused a passport to M.P. M. Saklat- 
vala on the grounds that he was a Com 
munist, and also to Countess Karolyi, wife 
of the former Hungarian President. Great 
indignation was expressed in the British 
and European Press, but Kellogg answered 
that that was the law, and he intended to 
enforce it to the letter. 


THE HAGUE COURT 


Mr. Kellogg remained Secretary of 
State during the Coolidge term, 1925-29, 
and then returned te his practice, and 
became a member of the law firm of 
Kellogg, Morgan, Chase, Carter and 
Headley. He was Judge at the Haguo 
Permanent Court of International Justice 
from 1930 until September, 1935, when he 
resigned. He officiated at numerous 
League conferences. He was a former 
President of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, and was awarded honorary degrees 
by Oxford, Harvard and Princeton Uni- 
versities. He married Clara Cook, of 
Rochester, in 1887.

situation ‘in Spain and in the Far 
Kast. 

The wars now raging in these regions, 
he said, were only symptoms of unstable 
world conditions. There was no peace in 
the world. The one particular example 
of war mentality was to be seen in 
aggressor States directing world-wide pro- 
paganda against democracy, against the 
League of Nations, against the ideals of 
peace, and against Great Britain and the 
British Empire. There was a poisoning 2f 
people’s minds, and it required very 
definite action to counteract it. 

The war in the Far East afforded 
another example of modern technique, 
Japan said that’ it invaded China for 
China’s good, and that economic needs 
compelled her to take such action. Japan 
had shown a complete disregard for inter- 
national law. British and American ships 
had been fired upon and their nationals 
had been killed. As he saw it, the situa- 
tion was grave. Hong Kong might be cut 
off from the mainland. 

British commercial interests were in 
jeopardy, because the British Government 
did not realise in time that their interests 
could only be protected so long as they 
were protecting the interests of the whole 
world. The British Empire could only 
survive so long as it served greater in- 
terests than its own. 

British imperial interests had been 
sacrificed by the short-sighted policy of the 
Government in regard to Spain. He was 
not one of those who believed in trying 
to obtain peace for a few years in return 
f.r a few concessions, nor did he believe 
that the colonies could be treated as a 
matter for diplomatic bargaining. The 
Labour Party had set forth their views as 
to how that settlement should be brought 
about. They believed that the Government 
should hold fast by the League, and get 
security through collective security by 
building up the strength of the world to 
repel aggression. He appealed to the 
Government to give a lead for a new start. 
They were drifting to-day into a dangerous 
situation, and that situation could not be 
averted by any subtle diplomacy. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
REPLY 


Mr. Chamberlain (Prime Minister) said 
that it was a matter of regret to him that 
it had been thought necessary by the 
Opposition to have another public dis- 
cussion on foreign affairs—it was so diffi- 
cult to say anything that could do good, 
and so easy to say much that might do 
harm. A china shop was not the best or 
safest place for a fencing match, and even 
if the Opposition did not feel any respon- 
sibility for tls safety of the crockery, 
certainly the Government did. He agreed 
with a good deal of what Mr. Attlee had 
sai’ with regard to propaganda. In this 
rough-and-tumble of international . rela- 
tions it was absolutely necessary that they 
should take measures to protect them- 
selves from misrepresentation. The 
objectives which the Leader of the 
Opposition had put before the House were, 
he believed, common to all of them. It 
was only when one came to the methods 
of achieving those objectives that he felt 
bound to say he found the speech 
singularly lacking in constructive ideas. 

In regard to the recent conversations 
between Lord Halifax and the German 
Chancellor and other prominent people, 
he said that those conversations were of a 
confidential character. It was never ex- 
pected that they would produce immediate 
results. No it ge were put forward, 
no bargains made, and ng pledges given. 
He might, however, say that they now had 
a fairly definite idea of the problems which, 
in the view of the German Government, 
had to be solved if they were to arrive at 
a condition of European affairs which all 
desired to see, and in which nations might 
look upon one another with a desire 
to co-operate, instead of regarding each 
other with suspicion and resentment. This 
could not ,be achieved by bargaining 
between two particular countries. It was 
necessary for all those who took part in 
such efforts to make their contribution 
towards the common.end, and there must 
be a period of*time for the study and ex- 
ploration of the problem. 


THE VAN ZEELAND 
MISSION 


Speaking of M. Van Zeeland’s mission, 
he said that the Belgian Prime Minister 
had made a number of inquiries in 
different countries as to the possibility of 
measures for improving the economic situa- 
tion by the reduction of trade barriers, 
and once more stimulating the flow of 
international trade. All that M. Van 
Zeeland could do, however, was to ¢ive 
them the benefit of any suggestions which 
might arise as a result of, his investiga- 
tions. The final decision as to whether 
those suggestions could be adopted or not 
rested with the Governments concerned.

THE FAR EAST 


Tension~in Europe had perceptibly de- 
creased during the past six months, and 
he attributed this to the ‘act that the 
Spanish matters were rather overshadowed 
by the distressing events in the Far East. 
He did not propose to enter into a dis- 
cussion of the rights or wrongs of the Sino 
Japanese dispute. Whatever they were, 
no attempt had been made by Japan to 
seek a settlement by peaceful means. The 
Government were anxious to serve the 
cause of peace by any honourable means, 
but if must not be thought that their 
desire for peace, or their exercise of 
patience, meant that they were unmindful 
of their. international obligations or 
forgetful of their duty to protect British 
interests. It was for Japan to show that 
she was not unmindful of the rights and 
interests of others, that her assurances and 
apologies meant something more than 
words, and that there was to be no re- 
currence of recent incidents, 

The Leader of the Opposition had urged 
the Government to rely upon the League. 
This showed that the Opposition were 
living in an unreal world. They were 
trying to force upon a mutilated League 
duties which it was unable to perform as 
at present constituted, and were trying to 
throw ‘upon the Government the onus of 
what was not their fault, but was the in- 
evitable accompaniment of the present 
constitution of the League. 

Where the richt honourable gentleman 
talked about acting in concert with others, 
he would remind him that it took at least 
two to bring about a concert. They could 
not stand up alone for those principles in 
all parts of the world. He would say, 
however, that the Government were not 
drifting. Their objective was to arrive at 
a general settlement of the grievances of 
the world without war. The right way to 
go about that was not to issue threats, 
but to try and establish personal contacts, 
and only by friendly and frank discussion 
beween the nations as equals could they 
arrive at a situation where once more they 
would be able to remoxe anxiety. from their 
midst. 


LIBERAL VIEW 


Sir Archibald Sinclair (Liberal) heid 
that the Opposition had done a public 
service in asking for this debate, because 
Mr. Attlee had revealed much common 
agreement which must be a help and not 
a hindrance to the Government. In re- 
gard to the situation in the Far East he 
said that he was gravely apprehensive that 
the present policy of drift might bring 
the country to the verge of war. If they 
wanted to impress the Japanese militarists 
with the strength of the British Navy 
mere bombast was not enough. He was 
not suggesting the use of force at the 
moment, but the movement of their ships 
to a position from which British interests 
could be protected. 

Mr. George Lansbury (Labour) pleaded 
for economic unity in the world. 

Mr. Winston Churchill said that he did 
not think that the Prime Minister had 
much cause to regret the debate. There 
seemed to be an increasing realisation of 
disquieting facts which compelled them 
all to look at the dangers and difficulties 
increasingly from a common point of view. 


MR. EDEN’S DEFENCE. . 


Mr. Eden (Foreign Secretary) concluded 
the debate. He dismissed, as without 
foundation, the suggestion that the 
Government were trying to reach a settle- 
ment with Germany in the colonial field 
at the expense of other colonial Powers. 
Such a policy would never be accepted by 
the House. The charge made by the 
Opposition against the Government was 
that they cared only for British interests, 
and had, in consequence, allowed inter- 
national authority to lapse. He did not 
accept that at all. The Government were 
concerned in the maintenance of the rule 
of law. 

If, as seemed to be implied, the Opposi- 
tion advised the imposition of sanctions, 
he would say this: Action in the Far East 
must depend on the co-operation of other 
nations than those who were at this time 
actually members of the League. 

_ The very gravity of the problems con- 
fronting them in the Far East made it 
impossible for him to speak as freely as 
he would like. They had great interests 
there, which the Government should do 
their utmost to defend. The obvious 
“course for the Government to pursue was 
to do.all they honourably could to secure 
the restoration of peace; the second was 
to take their full share with others in the 
fulfilment of their: international obliga- 
tions; and the third was that they must 
úr their own interests, and, of course, 
ritish territory. 

The one satisfactory aspect of the matter 
was that, they were in close consultation 
with the United States, and it would be 
wrong for the world as it was to-day to 
belittle the firmness and significance of 
the friendship between the two nations. 
‘And there were other countries besides 
France and the United States with whom 
they had intimate relations, and these 
friendships were elements which made for 
stability. Though the difficulties were 
great, there were no cause for defeatism.

LECTURES AND CIRCULARS 


In 1936 the Department of Education, in 
conjunction with the Department of Local 
(Jovernment and Public Health, issued 350,000 
copies of a ‘Safety First’’ leaflet to the 
schools for distribution to.the children of all 
standards from the second standard upwards. 
This leaflet, which was intended for teachers, 
parents and children, drew attention to the 
serious risks run by children on the roads, 
and included six simple rules to be observed 
by children with a view to minimising the 
risk of accident. 

Arrangements were also made in 1956 to 
have a series of ‘‘Safety First” 
delivered by traffic experts from the Garda 
Siothchana to the schools in Dublin and Cork.

Sir Edward Ellington, Marshal oí the Royal 
Air Force, G.C.B.; C.M.G., C.B.E., will leave 
England to-morrow for a tour of imspection 
of the British Empire Airports, ‘Craft, and 
Service in the Middle and the Far East.

Sir Edward Ellington, who is now aged 60, 
has a most distinguished record of service 
behind him.
